Difficulties—Body to be Brought Here.

Detroit. MicU- March ^'.—-After 


jrettiUR throujrh with his Avork in a 
lunch room yesterday niorniiis Kluior 
Ihividson went to his room, ciiinbi-;! 
into l>ed. pulled the cover-; over bis 
head and committed suicide' by firini; 
a thirty-eight caliber buller into his 
right temple. 


His Ixxly was not fouiul until mid- 


nisht last uig-lit when his 
landlady. 


Mrs. F. .T. Peteniuin. went to his room 
and found the door locked. When she 
forced the dooi> open and found his 
iKMly she fainted. Other r-Ksmers iis 
the house ran to her assistance. 


Coroner Burgess and the police in- 


vestigated the suicide this morning 
and found several letters addressed to 
Davidson from his sister, Stda. who 
lives at Xo. 3S Chaimell street. Xew- 
ark. Ohio. Mr. Davidson came to De- 
troit from Xewark some time airo in 
search of work and the best job he 
could find was that of a waiter in an 
all night lunch room. His body H ;;t 
the county inoririie awaiting instruc- 
tion*: from his relative*. 


Xo reason can be asskrned for the 


rash deed of the young man. but it is 
thought he was despondent on account 
of jiot being able to secure a la-tier po- 
sition. 
FinaiH-ial troul ies ;>iso proii- 


ably worried him bur he had 
never 


l>wu heard of threateniiiK to take his 
life. 
He w-:s always rather cheerful 


and a favorite with tln'tv v. ho knew 
him during his residency in this city.

man. was thirty-one years old on the 
3d of List August. He was born in 
Hanover township but when still an 
infant his parents removed to Graii- 
ville. where they made their home for 
about twenty years. Young Davidson 
attended the public schools hi Graii- 
ville. ;'iul obtained a pretty fair com- 
mon school education. Vpon reaching 
the age of twenty-one years. Granville 
became too slow for him and he left 
the town and went to C.»lumbus. where 
for a number of years he 
worked 


about different hotels, principally the 
Star and Chittenden. and numerous 
resrturants. 
While in Columbus he 


i was married to a youucr woman of that 
j place, but only lived with her a short 
time wnen a separation took -place. 
They ha.ve.noi Itea-n living-together fi>r 
A long time. About a year ago David- 
sun leff Columbus and came to Xew- 
ark and for a time worked at 
the 


Sherwood ami the Warden hotels. He 
became dissatisfied, however, and dur- 
ing the comity fair last fall he went to' 
Perroit. Mi'-h.. where he has been 
working iu a restaurant the greater 
part of th<» time. Recently his letters 
home have been very irn-irnlar. and his 
father had not heart! from him for 
s-everal week-*. The new-* of his death 
was a great shock to the father, who 
i-- quiu- aged. lU-^ides his father ami 
step-mother, he is survived by one 
brother. Wiliiain. of Kokomo. Iiul.. a 
mail carrier of that place, and by a 
sister. Mr-:. Ida I>evere:iuv, of ^this 
city, who lives »n Cliauiiell street, in 
tut- Xorth End.

When she was returned to her eeitM 


the woman's section of the prison Cider 
Ertle ordered her to remove her b*t 
and coat. 


"These bat-pins were what I want- 


ed." he remarked as he locked them in. 
a closet. "They would be excellent 
weapons with which to suicide." 


The authorities are visibly 
fearful 


that she will attempt self-destruction. 
To prevent this a double watch has 
been kept in her cell since her incarcer- 
ation.

She said the capsules were 
siven to her by a man. His name she 
refused to divulge.

Washington. March i2.—The one top- 


ic of conversation in Washington these 
days is. of course, the successive de- 
feats of Speaker Cannon aud the house 
machine by the insurgent Republicans 
and Democrats. As a uwuer of fai-t. 
Cannon has been out of it for a lonsj 
time. 
Th* test vote th;i: deprived 


him of the appointing of the BaSliiiger 
investigators marked the beginning of 
his downfall. 
His recent reverses 


have been but the logical outcome of 
that earlier defeat. After it occurred 
the house machine avoided a test vote 
as long us possible and tried to ma- 
neuver the insurgents into a position 


ere the test vote when it came 


ivould be on one of the Taft policies. 
This trap the insurgents avoided. 
They were determined to make the 
battle solely on the house rules and 
had their irar. in the end they won 


double moral Tictory, not only com- 


manding a majoriry on many succes- 
sive votes, but forcing the machine 
utu an all niabt filibuster. The sbib- 
x»!eth of the insurgents and Demo- 
crats was. "The day of our salvation 
is at hand." One of the most telling 
speeches on the insurgent side •was 
that of Hamilton Fish of Xew York. 
Another strong member who ranged 
himself on the side of the insurrectos 
was Butler Aines of Massachusetts, 
it was one of the most spectacular 
fights ever seen in the house and end- 
ed in the anomalous situation of tb" 
regulars fleeing from the chamber t«> 
>reak a quorum. It was like a king 
aad his cohorts in flight from a bat- 
tlefield. After seven years' rule with 
a sway more av~"'r.—-'than even that 
of Thomas B. Reed. Joseph G. Cannon 
was virtually dethroned. A new era 
had opened for the American house 
of representatives. 


Taft Absent During Battle. 


What effect the latest turn of af- 


'airs in the house will have on the 
I"afE policies is purely problematic. 
The insurgents are in favor of most 
of the administration measures, at 
east witM proper amendments. The 
'act that makes the situation tmeer- 
ain is that there is no longer any one 
who can promise -what the house -will

Tet the possible 
ate of his whole legislative.program 
was bound up iu the struggle. 


Taft's Reference to the Press. 


At about tfce time Cannon was being 


nnhorsed in the house or a short time 
Before Taft -was making his famous
